Therfore none 
wil impugne this comfortable doctrine, 
but ſuch as are meere Epicures for their 
leude conuerſation, and Atheiſts for their 
diueliſh opinions.

But this is an in- 
tolerable reproch againſt the maieſtie of 
od. For it is none hard matter to proue, 

t neither the wicked haue more fauorʒ 
nor the godlie deſerue leſle troubles, than 
they do ſuffer.

Which vi- 
ces no godlie man but from his heart 
doth abhorre .

But not ſo manie wicked are impriſo- 
ned. Who ſhal be iudge? ſhal the iudges 
of realmes?
